SMUTS DEFEATED IN 8.A. ELECTION 

The surprising defeat of the strongly pro-Com- 
monwealth government of Jan Christiaan Baut in 
the May 26 South African general elections by a 
Nationalist coalition known for its isolationist doc 
trines comes at a time when western military plan- 
ners see in the vastness of Africa the only answer 
to survival in an atomic war, 

British and United States strategists long have 
realized that western Wurope’s concentrated in- 
dustries and crowded cities would be in a bad spot 
in any future war. Thus there has been a sudden 
awakening of interest in Africa where Britain, 
France, Belgium and Portugal have vast holdings 

Africa is a vast source of raw material and a 
natural site for military bases and dispersal of in- 
dustries, . 

Britain has made greater military progress in 
Africa than other countries—Ghe is transferring her 
military bases from Egypt, the Suez Canal zone 
and Palestine to Kenya Colony and is spending 
£25,000,000 t6 pomote agriculture in Hast Africa. 
In Southern Rhodesia she is building the biggest 
RAF training system outside the British Isles. 

Some London quarters predicted gloomily that 
the Nationalist victory might loosen the link be- 
tween South Africa and the British Commonwealth. 
The Daily Mail, for example, said Dr. D. F. Malan’s 
Nationalists would “like to sever the British con- 
nection and set up a free republic.” If that hap- 
pened “it would have serious repercussion on any 
imperial defence plans for setting up great bases 
and supply centres in southern and eastern Africa.” 

But in South Africa itself the feeling emerged 
after the election that the Nationalists ‘had too 
small a majority to bring in any drastic legislation. 
Major constitutional issues, such as making the 
Union of South Africa a republic, require a two- 
thirds parliamentary majority, The Nationalists 
control 79 seats and Smuts’ United Party 71. 


And in-London other quarters say they firmly 
believe that, despite the change of government, 
South Africa will carry out all the obligations— 
economic, financial and political—of Commonwealth 
membership. 

In addition, the Nationalist have a strongly anti- 
Communistic line and it is thought likely they will 
soon outlaw the South African Communist party. 

Dr. Malan, in a campaign speech, said our sym- 
pathy will be on the side of the anti-Communist 
countries (in the event of war) and, if it is sought 
and is practicable, our active support as well.” 

FLOODS CAUSE DAMAGE IN B.C. 

As flood conditions improved in the Prairie prov- 
inces the end of the week saw British Columbia 
threatened by fresh inundations. Torrential floods 
from the Kootenay, Columbia, Fraser and Skeena 
rivers caused millions of dollars damage. 

Active militia troops were ordered out to aid the 
refugees, The Reserve Army was alerted to swing 
into action if the crisis becomes more acute. 

With peak flood conditions imminently expected 
in the Fraser Valley, The Royal Canadian Navy was 
conducting rescue operations with small boats 
which made their way up the Fraser. 

Small craft from all over the coastal area were 
gent to the barbor of New Westminster, where 
the Fraser empties into the Pacific, 

Throughout most of the province, towns were 
isolated, highways covered with water and rail 
lines were awash, The floods left only one rail 
link between Vancouver and Eastern Canada.

Bach Spring it would either appear that there is a new 
crop of first year cyclists joining the ranks in Wain- 
wright or that there is just a devil-may-care attitude 
among the cyclists who have ridden before.

It might be possible 
many readers never met him, but he 
has a yen for writing and recently 
sent the following story from his 
home in P. E. I. 


As far as this writer can gather, 
Dr. R. J. MacDonald, of St. Prince 
Edward Island, is the oldest practic- 
ing physician in the whole of Can- 
ada, if not in the North American 
Continent. 


During the late war Doc Mac- 
Donald saw the busiest years of his 
life, and carried on an extensive 
Country practice which’ many young- 
er men could hardly have tackled. 

Today he is still hale and hearty, 
attending daily to his many patients 
scattered over a wide section of this 
remote village. And believe it or not, 
he atill drives his own car! The genial 
old veteran quietly observed his 90th 
birthday on May 165th. 


Born at Mt. Stewart, Doc graduat- 
ed from Trinity Medical College, 
Toronto, sixty years ago last April, 
and established his first practice in 
the little fishing village where he has 
remained ever since.

age of all pollinating insects. 

Pollen has to ibe carried from flow- 
er to flower to fertilize them and help 
produce seeds. Bees and other in- 
sects do a lot of this transportation, 

A shortage of insects may cause 
geed production to decline. Many 
geetiamen are shaking their heads 
and saying something has to be done, 
and soon, © 

The department of agriculture says 
new tailor-made bees may do for the 


farmer what hybrid corn did for the 


corn grower. 

Hybrid corn has slipped about 
$2,000,000,000 extra into the pockets 
of corn growers in four years’ time, 
farm scientists have estimated. This 
hybrid seed ater: produces’ larger 
crops, 

Like Designing Cars 

Scientists are designing the new 
bees just as automobile designers 
mould a car. Besides being gentle, 
they may have other characteristics 
to endear’ them to farmers, Their 
tongues may be longer, to reach deep- 
er into flowers for nectar. They may 
have healthier bodies. They may even 
come in different colors 50 their 
owners can tell them from the gut- 
bors’ bees, 

The possibilities of tailor-making 
bees to almost any pattern seem no 
more limited to scientists than the 
problems they encountered with hy- 
brid corn. , : 

In the case of corn, acientists 
found that generations of inbreeding 
followed by mating of two families 
of plants, gave startling results, The 
new plants, called “true hybrids,” 
produce far more corn on far fewer 
acres, and with less labor, than ever 
has been possible before. Now a way 
has been found to do inbreeding suc- 
cessfully with an animal—the bee. 

This is possible because queen bees 
can produce their “children” without 


a father. This hag been known for 


quite a while. 

The queen mates only once in her 
lifetime, The mate she selects at 
random may be a very poor bee, from 
the beekeeper’s viewpoint. His child- 
ren may be lazy. They may be poor 
honey produces, 

Then scientists discovered that if 
a virgin queen is put to sleep with 
carbon dioxide gas she starts laying 
eggs at once, without bejng mated. 
These eggs of course always produce 
fatherless male bees, When the vir- 
gin queen is mated to one of her fath- 


erleas sons she produces female bees
